| turns the Apoftle’s Men, Fathers, and 
| Brethren, into Dear Brethren and Si- 
| fiers. . For his ufual Auditory is mot 
| part Female5andas many Sifters flock 
} to him, as at Peris on Saint Marg a- 
} vet’s Day, when ‘all come to Church 
} that are, or hope to be with Child that 
'} Year. He divides his Text as he did 
| the Kingdom, makes one part fight 
\) againft another: or as Burges divides 
} the Dean of Pzul’s Houfe, not into 
f Parts but Tenements; that is, fo as 
§ “twill yield moft Money. And proper- 
Bly they are Tenements; for each part 
} muft be'dwelt upon, though himfelf 
‘} comes near it but once a Quarter ; and 
fo his Text-ts rather let out than gk’ 
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ded. Yet fometimes (to fhew hisSkilh 
in Keckerman) he Butchers a ‘Textyy 
cuts it ( juft asthe Leufte did his Come 
cubine) into many dead Parts, breakey | 
ing the Sence and Words all to pieces;

and the Attorney General Noy, ( and 
tor other hone{t Men, as you will have 
them) whom Frenzy or Sedition fet 
againit him, by your own ‘Confeflion ;
